JAPAN. 
YOKOHAMA. 

Dates via San Francisco extend to Feb. 22, the Pacific mail 

steamer Japan arriving at that port on March 18. 
5 The following summary of news is from the Japan Mail of 
‘ebruary 22 :— 
There has been a little excitement with regard to the move- 
ments of the French man-of-war in harbour here, owing to a 
rumour that several North German vessels intended m: aa 
escape. At the present moment there are some fifteen North 
German vessels in port, and so far as we can foresee there does not 
appear to be much chance of their sailing before the conclusion of 

@ war in Europe. The report as to the pro escape wag 
current on the 10th inst., and although generally discredited it 
received apparent confirmation in the fact that the French men- 
of-war in port, the Alma and the Dupleiz, sailed for s cruise on 
the following day. However, none of the German ships left, and 
the Alma and Dupleix have now returned. 

In connection with this superabundance of North German ves- 
sels some little difficulty has arisen, owing to the different inter- 
pretations the French and German authorities place upon point 
in international law. The German merchants, na! ly anxious 
to avoid any unnecessary outlay, have in several instances at- 
tempted to dispose of their vessels. The French authorities, how- 
ever, insist that any ship, the property of a belligerent, being 
sold to a neutral, is still liable to capture. Upon this plea two 
ships sold to British merchants have been seized and condemned, 
while the Japanese, who were most anxious to purchase, are now 
afraid to touch German ships. The news of the taking of Paris, 
which reached us by the last mail, however, gives us some hope 
that the North German merchant fleet will shortly be free from 
the supervision and watching of the French navy. 

Two rival gas companies are canvassing the settlement for sup- 
port. The first formally announced was a German company, in- 
troduced under the auspices of Messrs. Schultze, Reis, and Co., a 
firm of high res bility. The other is a company started by 
Japanese capitalists for the purpose of lighting the Japanese 
town, and has promise of the support of the Government for this 
purpose. This gives it an advantage at starting which the German 
company will have much difficulty in contending against, and the 
question fairly arises of how far we ais bry two companies. The 
consumption in the Japanese town will be large, and if the oon- 
sutaption of the settlement be added to this it will enable the 
Japanese company to work more cheaply than its rival. It ig 
already prepared to supply gas fifty cents per thousand cubic feet 
cheaper than the German company, and as foreign trustees have 
been ps gears by the Government to direct it, and it will be 
managed by a foreign overseer and foreign workmen, there 1s as 
much guarantee for its efficiency as the other company can hold 
out. The majority of the Fire Insurance Offices have oe ieee an 
opinion that the Japanese Company will be a source of so much 
danger to the settlement as to necessitate a probable increase in 
the enormous rates already charged for fire-insurance. And they 
would undoubtedly be right were the company under Japanese 

ement. But its direction by foreigners certainly disposes 
of most of the objections brought against it, and a small minority 
of the insurance offices, by refusing to subscribe to the manifesto, 
has undoubtedly shown a wise discretion. 

On the 15th a trial of the new steam fire engine imported by 
the Victoria Fire Insurance Company was held on the Bund. The 
trial was in every respect satisfactory, and the value of the en- 

ine, which has been questioned by several parties, is beyond 
loubt. We only hope that no jealousy or ill-will will prevent 
its being made as useful as it should be. 

At a meeting of the Y. U. Club, held on the 15th, it was de- 
cided to hand over the management of the club to Mr. Smith for 
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another five years, with option for a succeeding five. Various 
changes were made in the rules, which we regret to say have had 
the effect of making the club nothing but a subscription hotel. 

A marked improvement is observable in the general appearance 
of the settlement. The drainage works are being pushed on 
gradually, and as fire sweeps away the ill-built houses in the 
streets leading towards and in the Homura-road, they are replaced 
by buildings of better construction. But the want of some sound 
system of municipal government is manifested in the number of 
idle vagabonds ‘ako infest the settlement, and who are becom- 
ing more and more the terror of the orderly population. 

Rumours of very uncertain foundation are afloat that it is 
highly probable there will be an outbreak among the Japanese 
during the next few months. At the “ Nippon Bashi,” a bridge 
in Yedo, the proclamations of the Government have been torn 
down, and there has been a disturbance among the peasant farmers 
in Sinchiu, which was, however, soon quelled. 

Mr. Hannen, the new Judge for this port, has recently arrived, 
and will shortly relieve Mr. Russell Robertson from the heavier 
cases which come before the Court. The change is expected to 
give universal satisfaction. 

Messrs. Dallas and King, who were attacked in Yedo last 
month, have recovered from the effects of their wounds. The 
assassins have been captured and are awaiting punishment. The 
exertions made by the Government to arrest them and the atten- 
tion it has in various ways shown to the sufferers deserve the 
highest commendation. 

mall-pox has raged with great violence and malignity both 
amongst the native and foreign population ; it is now disappear- 
ing. The Government has taken measures for the vaccination of 
the people, and large numbers of them have submitted to this 
salutary process. 

Mr. Longford of H. B. M. Legation met with a severe acoi- 
dent while riding. His horse shied suddenly and threw him 
with much violence, the effects of the fall being to break his 
right arm badly. The limb was set by Dr. Purcell, of H.M. 
Ist-10th Regiment, and Mr. Longford is doing well. 

Directly the armistice between France and Germany was 
declared, the JWillie Rickmers with the new organ for the 
church at Yokohama left Singapore, where she has been lying 
for some months, for Hong Kong. It is probable, therefore, un- 
Jess the Mickmers meets with contrary winds and fails to make 
Hong Kong within the duration of the armistice, that the organ 
will arrive here within the course of a few days.

HIOGO. 

Dates extend to the 18th Feb, The following items are from 
the Hiogo News :— 

Another explosion of a Japanese steamer, the Huabdicht, has 
taken place. The Osaka correspondent writes :— 

I am told that the accident has probably occurred from the 
grossly rash conduct of the engineer in working the boiler at an 
excessive pressure, ‘he steamer is the new one whose appearance 
I described in my last letter. It appears she was intended to run 
from Simioshi to Sakai, and this afternoon was making a trial trip 
down the Kidsugawa, whence she was to go round by Temposan 
and return here by the Adjikawa. Soon after she had left the 
mouth of the former river she exploded, and with such violence 
that one report says that she was blown literally to pieces, and 
sank almost immediately. I expect to know the exact state of 
the matter to-morrow, but at present cannot understand how s0 
few as only four persons were killed. The boiler and engines, I 
am told, were originally intended for land use, but were bought 
for some $5,000 or so by the Tsusho from the Netherlands Trad- 
ing Society, and adapted by the former for their new steamer. 

Another steamer accident happened this afternoon. The 
Japanese owned steamer Adler ran upon an anchor when near 
the old guard house on the Adjikawa. A hold having been made 
in her iron bottom, she commenced to take in water rapidly ; it 
was well she was so near home. . 

After a long spell, the saw-mills on the other side of the bay 
are again at work. Ifthe whole of the cutting were done at this 
establishment it would probably have a good effect on the length 
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of building contracts, but most of the Japanese master builders 
prefer to jog along in their old style, with bad saws and lazy 
sawyers. 

The Japanese appetite for small steamers is not yet thoroughly 
sated. Messrs. Fitzgerald and Strome have lately built two 
boats, and Mr. J. H. Wignall another, all of them being about 
forty feet long. The engines for two of them were turned out 
from Mr. Wignall’s yard, whilst the other has been supplied by 
the Vulcan Iron Works. 

The railway works appear to necessitate an alteration in the 
course of the river Ikuta-ngawa, and, judging by the line at 
present staked out, the proposed course is to run a considerable 
distance from the present one, the mouth of the new river being 
a mile or more to the east of the present outlet. The alteration 
commences some little distance before the mills on the road to 
the waterfall are reached. 

We hear that Lot 44 on the Foreign Settlement has been 
bought by the Masonic body, andjthat a Masonic Hall will soon 
be erected therein. 

We have still to regret that no steps have been taken to cleanse 
the drain on the western side of the Concession, so glibly promised 
by the Vice-Governor at the last meeting of the Municipal Council. 
We must give over anticipating that this very necessary work will 
be done at all, unless it is done by foreigners. Japanese promises 
are evidently not made in sincerity. 


NAGASAKI. 


(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
(VIA SAN FRANCISCO.) 
Nacasakt, Feb. 15. 

Since my last, on the 16th ult., vi@ San Francisco, the English 
and French mails of Nov. 25 and Dec. 2 have been received here— 
those of Dec. 16 and 23 should have come to hand yesterday by 
the P.M. steamer Vew York under the new arrangement made 
between the American and English posta] authorities ; but from 
some cause at present unexplained she did not bring them. 

During the interval events of public interest have been few and 
unimportant, the chicf one is the Amaxa question, which has been 
taken up by the United States Minister at Yedo, who, I hear, has 
issued instructions to the American Consul at this port to notify 
by circular that American citizens may visit the island if they 
wish to do so, they having the right to do so by the Treaty, as 
Amaxa is part of the Imperial dominions. It is said that the 
foreign representatives at Yedo take different views on the 
question, and on this, like many other subjects, they disagree. 

The movements of the vessels of war have been as follows : — 
Russian corvette Admaz, from Kagosima, arrived Jan. 21; U.S. 
flagship Colorado, arrived from Hiogo on the 28th ult., and left 
for Hong Kong on the 3rd inst.; H.B.M. gunboat A/é sailed for 
Hiogo on the 30th ult.; French corvette Linois arrived from a 
cruise on the 7th inst., coaled, and left again on the 10th idem, 
destination unknown. U.S. corvette Alaska is hourly expected 
from Shanghai. Remaining in port—Russian vessels Almaz and 
Sobol. 

The changes in the firms of Alt and Co., Nagasaki, Hiogo, and 
Osaka, have been announced by advertisement. In addition to 
these a circular issued to the firms at this port states that the in- 
terest of the Nagasaki firm is distinct from the other ones. Mr. 
J. M. Rainbow, of the late firm of Rainbow, Lewis, and Co., of 
this port, has compromised with the creditors on this side, and 
an official notification has been issued by H.B.M.’s Consul an- 
nulling the bankruptcy. 

The Nagasaki Gute (the first number of which appeared on 
the 11th inst.) gives the export of coals from Nagasaki, including 
supplies to America, European and native steamers, as follows :—

The memorial to Yedo respecting a reduction in the und - 
rents at this port will not be presented by some of the Ministers, 
as they do not think favourably of it. Some hint that the matter 
will be attended to privately has become a rumour, but many 
renters look upon the question as indetinitely shelved. Whether 
anything will be ultimately done is doubtful—certainly not this 
year, as the land officers are now engaged in collecting the rents 
to December 31 next. Lot 25, Oura, recently sold as stated ina 
previous letter, has been returned to the Japanese after the pur- 
chaser had removed the buildings. Lot 30, Megasaki, has also 
been returned. 

Shortly after one o'clock on the morning of the 13th instant 
a fire broke out in the house on lot 10, Decima, and extended to 
the one next to it on lot 11, the residence of Dr. van Manavelt, 
superintendent of the Government hospital at this port, both of 
which buildings were consumed,as they were almost adjoining each 
other. Owing to the promptitude of the Russian men-of-war sailors 
in landing, and likewise those sailors who came from the North 
German merchant vessels, together with the native fire brigade, 
and nearly the whole of this community, who in their usual 
manner rendered good assistance, the danger to the surrounding 
buildings soon became very slight. The next house on lot 9, 
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occupied by Messrs. Boeddinghaus, Dillmer and Co., is consider- 
ably scorched, but it was the means of preventing the fire from 

reading, which shows that the Nagasaki style of building with 
vlnster walls have great fireproof properties. Both the buildings 
and likewise the furniture in them is uninsured. The policy of 
Dr. Van Mansvelt has only recently expired, and as he intended 
to sell his furniture the day previous to his departure for Europe, 
he did not renew the insurance. Messrs. Boeddinghaus, Dillmer, 
and Co., whose damage is by water only, are insured.

We take the following items from the Shanghai Courier :—~ 

The despatch addressed by the Belgian Minister to the Tsung- 
li-Yamen is the first announcement of a definite determination 
on the part of any of the representatives of the outraged nation- 
alities to reject the solution which the Chinese Government pro- 

oses that has been made known to the residents in Ohina. The 
nch Chargé d’ Affaires has stated that he has neitherrejected nor 
accepted the terms. Of the action of the Russian Legation we know 
little ; while the British Minister is, we have long ago discovered, 
not given to official utterances for the information of his countrymen. 
The despatch of Baron Roodenbeek is commendable in its mode- 
ration and equally commendable in its firmness and distinctness, 
Having allowed the Chinese Government to argue the matter, and 
received its assurances at the outset that justice should be done, 
it is but fair to allow it to prove its sincerity by responding to a 
calm appeal to its honour. This leaves it no loophole of escape, 
it must take a straightforward path or show its colours as false 
and defiant. 

This China New Year appears to be characterised by the num- 
ber of announcements by Government and public offices and banks 
that they will be closed for three days during the Chinese holi- 
days. This really indicates no new condition of things, as it is 
wall known that in previous years these establishments were 
practically closed, that is, though the doors might be open there 
was almost no business done. The only difference this year is that, 
instead of thisand that and the other office keeping open leat one 
and another and somebody else should keep open,a general 
friendly understanding has been come to not to keep open, and 
the public duly notified, so that no one should be put to incon- 
venience by making arrangements in ignorance of the fact. Thus 
no damage is done to public or private convenience, while two or 
three days holidays will send the occupants of the offices back 
with a fresh stock of health to pursue their business with fresh- 
ened energy. 

The Shanghai Fire Deparment have made a claim on the 
Andromeda for salvage to the amount of Tis. 2,000. 

It has, we understand, been fully notified that the Chartered 
Bank of India, Australia and China will appeal against the 
judgment of the Acting Chief Judge, in the special case recently 
submitted to him as between the Bank and the Trustee in the 
liquidation of R. F. ‘Thorburn and bankruptcy of W. Hargreaves. 

he P. and O. Company have erected a new flagstaff at the 
head of the jetty in front of the entrance to their office. It con- 
sists of a lower and top mast, the extreme height from the street 
being 137 feet 6 inches ; with a step buried ten feet in the ground. 
Ten feet below the truck will be four gilded compass points, while 
the vane will be formed by a model of a P. and O. steamer. The 
lower mast will be braced by four shrouds, the upper by three. 

Among the news from Chefoo two items are of special interest. 
In an attempt to take the North German Pallas, the French gun- 
boat Flamme fouled her, and the case being taken into Court, 
the war yessel had to pay the merchantman $75 damages! On the 
other hand there are no less than fifteen coasting vessels under 
the North German flag, detained in that single harbour, and that 
by the single gunboat Flamme, whose attempt at prize-making, 
as above mentioned, ended in a manner unique, we believe, in 
the annals of naval warfare. 

We learn from the North China Herald that the Municipal 
Council have been straining their prerogative to impose a tax on 
Chinese tea-houses without asking the consent of the ratepayers. 
We incline to think their action illegal, and hear that it is likely 
they will be sued for damages. The tax imposed will oblige the 
closure of some tea-houses unless a reduction be made in the 
rental. Therefore the tax will come virtually out of the pocket 
of the property-owner. 

We are glad to find that the condition of the river and its ap- 
prveches is at length attracting the attention of the Consular 

dy. The correspondence is not satisfactory, but we hope, now

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A Ningpo correspondent writes :—“ H.B.M.’s gunboat Cockchafer 
has rae returned from a trip to Chusan, whither she went to ex- 
pend her three months’ supply of ammunition.

THE SINGAPORE RAILWAY. 
(To the Editor of the Zondon and China Telegraph.) 

S1r,—We must trespass on your space to correct a misapprehension 
of the objects of the above company, apparent in a letter published in 
your paper of the 3rd inst., under the signature of “ A Merchant.” 

The “ dwarfed scheme’’ to which he individually objects, has met 
the approval of the chief mercantile residents in the settlement, as was 
evidenced by the reception given to it at a late public meeting in Sin- 
gapore, and by the fact that the capital required for its completion was 
subscribed in a few hours. ° 

The advocacy of a scheme defined by your correspondent as ‘‘ The 
Singapore and New Harbour Railway in its Integrity’ is, rightly or 
wrongly, understood to involve the appropriation of the profits clearly 
derivable from the line to Tanjong Pagar, not asa dividend to share- 
holders, but to the continuation of the railway to a point at which there 
exists little, if any, traffic with the town. 

A railway throughout New Harbour is only a thing of time, and our 
company is doing good service in undertaking the construction of the 
firet section of it, viz., from the city to Tanjong Pagar. The traffic on 
this part of the line shows an estimated return «f 10 per cent. on the 
capital invested; but, ro far as we are aware, no figures are forthcoming 
as to the dividend likely to be earned from an extension beyond Tanjong 
Pagar. 

Our directors are merchants, not philanthropists; so are our share- 
holders ; and both will probably be borne out by public opinion in their 
determination to restrict their operations within safe and profitable 
limits.

Foreign Intelligence. 


GERMANY. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Hameure, April 4. 

The ‘intelligence with which I commence this letter will no doubt 
prove interesting to many of your readers in the Far East. It issimply 
that they may shortly expect to see a German merchant steamer from 
this port as the pioneer of a regular service to China via the Suez Canal. 
Several of the leading merchants of this city trading to the East have 
resolved to take advantage of the new route so admirably adapted for 
steamers, and lvoking ahead whilst the war was being carried on with 
France, had quietly taken all the needful measures for carrying out their 
plan. The requisite capital having been subscribed, the company was 
formed and the order given to Messrs. Godeffroy’s Iron Works to build 
the first steamer of the new line. The principal firms who have been 
instrumental to the formation of the company, and who form the board 
of management, are Herr G. Th. Siemssen, Messrs. Ross, Vidal and 
Co., and Herr August Bolten, one of our largest shipbrokers. The 
vessel is called the Sedan; she was successfully launched from the 
Godeffroy building-yard last week, and is now fitting out, being adver- 
tised to sail on the 15th of May for Singapore, Hong Kong, and Shanghai. 
The following are the particulars I have been enabled to learn through 
the courtesy of one of the above-named firms :—The dimensions of the 
Sedan are as follows: length, 225 feet ; breadth of beam, 32 feet; aud - 
depth of hold, 22 feet. She is able to carry 1,0U0 tons of cargo, be~ 
sides fuel for her own consumption, and she has an iron ballast tank 
that can contain 220 tons of water. Her engines are on the so-called 
compound principle, of 180-horse power, on the system of Wolf's patent, 
combining the advantages of the high-pressure engines, and taking up 
but little room, with the safety of the low pressure and consequent free- 
dom from the danger of explosion. She is fitted out with lifeboats and 
all the appliances and improvements of modern ship-building, has 8 
Teserve screw on board in case of accidents, will draw fifteen feet of 
water when fully laden, and has accommodation for ten passengers in 
the chief cabin and twenty second class. She will be commanded by 


Captain Winter, who is stated to have great experience of the naviga- 
tion of the China Seas. 








STRAITS SETTLEMENTS ASSOCIATION. 

A meeting was held on Tuesday, the 28th March, for the pur- 
pose mainly of count letter, numerously signed by resi- 
dents in Singapore, and ing on the Association to take imme- 
diate action with regard to the appointment of a Chief Justice in 
the Straits, as successor to Sir Benson Maxwell, should he elect 
to retire. The opinion of the writers was strongly to the effect 
that only a man of standing and first-rate legal attainments in 
this country should be selected, and, to widen the sphere from 
which such selection was to be made, it was suggested that the 
present salary of £2,500 might be increased to £4,000 per annum. 

A long discussion ensued, and eventually a resolution was car- 
ried by a majority of the meeting, to the effect that the Asso- 
ciation deemed the proposed increase fit and proper, provided that 
no pension were in future to attach to the office. The only dis- 
sentients were Messrs. Shaw, Gilfillan, and Tidman, who voted 
against the motion on the ground that by the Pensions’ Ordinance 
passed last session a scale of pensions had been laid down for all 
officers of the colony, including the judges, and that in making 
any suggestions to the Colonial-office it was necessary to recognise 
the existence of this Act, and its bearing upon the amount of 
salary to ve hereafter attached to the office of Chief Justice. The 
letter from Singapore did not allude to the Pensions’ Ordinance, 
and it was a matter of conjecture whether the writers contem- 
plated an advance of salary to a maximum of £4,000, coupled 
with the usual pension, or in place of it. 


The rumours as to the proposed increase of expenditure on 
steamers in the Straits were then referred to, and it was deter- 
mined to bring the matter to the notice of the Secretary of State.

HOLLAND. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) : 
RorrerpDaM, April 6. 

You will remember that last year the First Chamber rejected the East 
India Budget, including the important measure for the reorganisation 
of the Preanger regencies. While acknowledging that this measure 
was most necessary, the Chamber rejected it, because the Governcr- 
General had promulgated the decree without Parliament having granted 
the necessary credit. Thus the native population, already delighted 
with the higher wages given for coffee-planting, were disappointed to 
satisfy the nice susceptibility of the Chamber. Months elapsed, the 
measure was again laid before the Second Chamber, and, as you know, 
carried by a larger majority than at first. The Budget passed on to 
the other House, and, after a discussion of two days, in which not one 
new argument could be brought forward, it was approved of by 25 
against 5 votes. In the same sitting the members had the wisdom to 
give their adhesion to the Bill regulating the promotion and retirement 
of naval officers, after which they took their well-deserved Easter recess. 
The Lower House will meet again on the 11th inst. 

The Ministers are now busy with thelr replies to the section {reports 
on the several Budgets. That of the Premier is, as usual, most laconic, 
but it is in su far important that he states positively that the Cabinet 
is quite homogeneous, which, of course, means that Mr. Thorbecke has 
not changed his principles, as was stated some time ago. The pro- 
gramme for Java is stated; the Ministry declares that it adheres to the 
principle that Java is a part of the State, whose material and moral 
welfare is to be studied as much as that of the mother-country. This, 
of course, is the whole aim of the Liberal party, and the only difference 
of opinion can be as to the means by which it is to be realised. 

The better appearance of our Stock Markets has been rudely inter- 
rupted by the insurrection in Paris, which has also tended to change 
public opinion, which is now more in favour of Germany. The shock 
to confidence has been very great, and the old feeling of suspense which 
lately prevailed has revived. For some stock, however, there is still a 
tendency towards improvement, but upon the whole only a trifling buat- 
ness is doing. Money is very abundant, and is in the open market 
somewhat cheaper than before the success of the Red insurrection of the 
Red Republic in Paris, 

In several towns agitation prevails among the workmen to obtain 
higher wages. There, however, is not the least revolutionary spirit 
amongst them, ag is stated by foreign papers. It is trae an effort has 
been made to organise a League in Utrecht, but it resulted in a fiasco, 
the workmen being convinced that it was not by means of brutal oppo- 
sition that they could amcliorate their position. 

It is now stated that the first steamer direct from Nieuwe Diep to 
Batavia via Suez Canal, the Willem IIJ., will sail on the 15th of May, 
and that his Royal Highness Prince Henry will proceed by the vessel 
as far as Suez. 

The death of the Queen of Sweden, eldest daughter of Prince Frederic, 
has made a very painful impression. It is stated that the marriage of 
his youngest daughter, Princess Mary, with the Prince of Wied will be 
again delayed. 

Count van Bylandt, now our ambassador at the Court of Berlin, is 
appointed to that post at the Court of St. James's. 

The Radical daily paper, heé Noorden, will cease to be published at 
the end of this month. Owing to want of sympathy, it cannot find 
the necessary capital to continue publication. 

T am glad to state that small-pox is somewhat diminishing. The 
average number of fatal cases is much smaller now than a week ago. 

PRODUCE MARKETS. 

Although dulness continues the prevailing characteristic of our 
market for Colonial and Foreign Produce, the Trading Company’s public 
sales of Sugar, Tin and Rattans, the result of which is communicated 
below, have all gone off pretty satisfactorily.

We lately had the pleasure of noticing the appearance of the 
Hong Kong Directory, and the$ various improvements and addi- 
tions it exhibited. We are now able to add to the list of Chinese 
directories the Desk Hony List, a general and business directory 
for Shanghai and the Northern and River ports.

It 
makes its appearance somewhat late in the year, but the compiler 
explains that the delay was unavoidable, owing to the ditliculty 
of getting the required information from Saigon; and certainly 
the completeness with which the work is now issued is a most 
satisfactory way of accounting for the slight loss of time.

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MINERAL RESOURCES OF CHINA. 
. OL 

In a former article we pcinted out the extraordinary dis- 
tribution of coal and iron in the various provinces of China; 
but the diffusion of the precious metals appears to be on a 
seale of equal magnificence. There is not a province without 
one or other of them ; while in many of the provinces gold, 
silver, copper, tin, lead, and quicksilver are all found, often 
in great profusion. Gold is known to exist in fourteen out 
of the eighteen provinces, and in order to set the degree of 
its diffasion as vividly as we can before the reader we shall 
point out the number of places in the several provinces 
where it occurs. And here we shall be guided mainly by 
Pompewy’s table. In Chibli it is found in three places, in 
Shensi at four, in Kan-suh at six, in Shantung at ten or 
twelve, in Hupeh at three, in Szchuen at twenty-two, in 
Chehkiang at four, in Fukien at two, in Kiangsi at four, in 
Kwantung at four, in Hunan at eight, in Kwangsi at ten, in 
Kweichow at two, and in Yunan at seven. These figures 
of course give us no idea of the quantity or quality of 
the gold at the respective localities, and on this point our 
information is somewhat scanty ; but we kuow sufficient to 
guide us to an approximation. Nuggets are often found in 
Shantung and in other districts, sometimes of considerable size. 
Mining is employed in several places, and the quartz and sand 
are said to be often of great richness,as may be seen from recent 
accounts of North China. But the common way of procuring 
gold is by searching the streams and washing the sand of the 
rivers, and here we have a key to the quantity of gold in the 
country. Many streams are known to have yielded gold for 
centuries, and every heavy fall of rain even yet brings down 
its fresh burden of gold. Now, this tells its own tale, and 
speaks of the inexhaustible supply which must be stored in 
the hills. The Jesuit Fathers say that in Shen-si “an infinite 
number of persons gained their livelihood in this way,” and this 
we can well believe. Chinese gold differs in quality and colour. 
Some of it is bright yellow, and other kinds light in shade. 
Samples from Shantung have been assayed by the banks in 
Calcutta and Bombay, and pronounced excellent. We regret 
we have not the two deliverances at hand for quotation. But 
not only is gold found in China Proper, European travellers 
have come upon it in Manchuria; at Jehol, in Inner Mon- 
golia, and in enormous quantities in Siberia. It has also 
been discovered in the Chinese dependency of Thibet. Major 
MonTGOMERIE sent out some pundits to investigate this 
matter. They returned, and have given minute descriptions 
of no less than seven gold-fields, so that the Major pronounces 
the gold-fields of Tbibet ‘‘as practically inexhaustible.” 
The distribution of the other metals will be most easily and 
effeotively set forth in the following table :—

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As we remarked, in reference to the gold, these figures ca : 
give us no idea of the richness of the ores ; but, judging from 
specimens we have seen in North China, and from reliable 
native reports, there can be no doubt as to their value. We 
may further observe that the number of the localities where 
these metals are found is rather below than above the mark ; 
the Government, with whom the jus metallorum rests, have 
shut up many mines, and skilled explorers who go out 
“ prospecting ” always discover new localities—giving one the 
idea of indefinite abundance, The veitts known are often 
very rich and extended. 

Lime is found in many forms throughout every province 
in the Empire. Marble of all colours and degrees of quality 
is met with, often in immense quantities, in many places, 
but more especially at King-yuen-foo, in Kwang-si, and in 
North-West Chibli, and Shan-si. Alum is produced in all 
directions, generally from pyritiferous shales. Salt is not 
only prepared from sea-water, but there are innumerable salt 
wells in different parts of the Empire. This is true in a moet 
extraordinary manner in the province of Szchuen. Here at 
Wu-tung, near Kia-ting-foo, some ten thousand of these 
brine pits are found in a space of about 30 miles long by 13 
broad. Within the department of Tszchowfoo, in the same 
province, there are 333 salt wells, and so on in the same way 
in the various districts. These wells also abound in Yunan. In 
Shan-si and Shen-si are salt lakes, some of which yield an 
immense supply of that commodity for the inland regions 
of North China. Petroleum is found in Shen-si, but the 
great seat of this oil is Szchuen ; here it springs up in many 
places, apparently in inexhaustible quantities. At Wu.tung 
are four pits, said to be 3,000 feet deep, which produce tre- 
mendous supplies. They use it chiefly for evaporating the 
salt brine, and in this respect the natives are enabled to pro- 
duce salt most economically. We need hardly refer to the 
clays of China, for their variety, richness, and importance 
have been long appreciated ; we may only remark that their 
distribution is found to be much greater than was anticipated, 
and add that Major Monreomerie’s pundits met with 
immense quantities of borax in Thibet, of which he says, 
“ As to borax, thore is enough to supply the potteries of the 
world if the Tuscan supply is exhausted.” 

The soil, more especially of Chihli, Honan, Kansub, Hu- 
peh, and many parts of Szchuen, Hunan, and Yunan, yields 
abundant supplies of nitre. Sulphur is produced in great 
abundance in Fukien, Sbhansi, and Shantung. Amber is 
found in many localities in Shensi, Shansi, Szchuen, 
Kwantung, and Yunap, as well as in Shantung and 
other places. Precious stones, such as agates, jade stones 
of many colours, amethysts, rock crystal, lapis-lazuli, topas, 
and most beautiful sapphires are often met with ; rubies are 
common, emeralds are rare; malachite, serpentine, aqua 
marine, tourmaline, end garnets are common ; diamonds are 
known, but are rare. Districts are noted for their specialities 
—as Shantung is famed for its amethysts and cairngorms, 
Shensi for jade stone, Chehkiang and Shansi for lapis lazuli, 
and so on. Much might be said in reference to these minerals, 
but we content ourselves in the meantime with one observation 
—one hundred and thirty generations of Chinamen have been 
gathering these precious metals year by year. In China, 
therefore, at the present moment, we have the accumulations 
of four thousand years. But this is not all; we have also 
the tribute which has been received from outside nations, the 
taxes which have been levied on the neighbouring peoples, as 
well as the proceeds of trade and commerce, for very many cen- 
turies, with the islands of the Malayan Archipelago and distant 
countries. The wealth of China is therefore absolutely enor- 
mous; and travellers know that it is not confined to a class, but 
very generally distributed among the people: for we have 
often been surprised to discover what immense sums com- 
paratively obscure persons could produce when required. 
But this wealth is, for the most part, buried in the earth. The 
rebellions which have prevailed for the last twenty years, the 
consequent disorganisation, the present corruption and rapa- 
city of the rulers, and the wide-spread want of security, have 
led wealthy men to conceal their treasures in their gardens 
and elsewhere, and to put on the mask of poverty. This is 
emphatically the case in the interior of the country. Com- 
merce, therefore, has not had fair play—especially under the 
exclusive regime of the Tartar dynasty. But this cannot 
last ; and when we reflect upon the genius of the Chinese ; 
their propensity to trade, being as ready to buy as we are 
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to sell ; their capacities ; their keen appreciation of whatever 
is for their own advantage ; their taste for things good, useful, 
beautiful, and cheap ; their delight in profuse expenditure when 
occasion calls for it, as in their marriage processions, feasts, 
equipages, funerals, furniture, dresses, and ornaments, we 
may reasonably anticipate a day when China shall be, beyond 
all question, the largest market in the world. 


Yer another telegram, forwarded by Mr. Waps from 
Peking onthe 16th March, was issued by the Foreign-office 
on the 3rd inst. Weare particular about the date, because 
there is nothing in the matter of the present despatch to 
distinguish it from the many messages which our Chargé 
d’Affaires has sent home since the dangers of which such long 
and ample warning had been given burst forth in the mas- 
sacre at Tientsin. “ All’s well,” is still the stereotyped assar- 
ance of Her Masesty’s philosophical representative at Peking. 
We devoutly hope that he may not be mistaken, but we feel 
that his confidence is very far from being shared by those 
who are most certain to suffer in the event of another out- 
break, and we must own that we should place more con- 
fidence in Mr. Wans’s assurance of the perfect safety 
of others, if he were in a position of the slightest danger 
himself. Meanwhile, in painful contrast with the com- 
placent and euphuistic language of our Chargé d’Affaires 
appears the protest of the Belgian Minister, expressed in no 
uncertain terms. In a despatch to the Chinese Foreign 
Board, Baron Kint von RoopENHEEK tells them plainly that 
nothing short of a strict inquiry, with a view “ to convict 
the real authors of the plot, whoever they may be,” will 
satisfy him. At the same time he has no hesitation in giving 
it as his own opinion that the real culprits are the two civil 
magistrates of Tientsin and a military officer. , 


Tux Directors of the Messageries Maritime have decided 
on a reduction of their rates of passage-money, on a similar 
scale to the P. and 0. Company. The rates from Marseilles to 
Galle will be for first-class, £60 ; Calcutta, £65 ; Singapore, 
£75 ; Batavia, Saigon, and Hong Kong, £85 ; Shanghai and 
Yokohama, £95; including vin ordinaire or table claret. All 
passengers at these rates will be entitled toa berth in a cabin 
not exceeding two berths. A new class has been introdaced, 
viz., “second cabin passengers,”"who will be provided with 
berths in cabins containing three or four berths, in the fore- 

of the steamers, and have a separate saloon on the main 
deck, for their meals and general use. The rates for this 
class will be one-fourth less than the firet or premiere olass. 
The rates for steerage passengers will be about one-third less 
than the second cabin rates. ; 


WE learn that the whole of the plant of the Colombo Gas 
Works, the shipment of: portions of which we have noticed 
from time to time, has at length been despatched. Arrange- 
ments have been made for a supply of coal, and, according 
to present prospects, both the town and the pettah will be 
lighted by July next, and Colombo will be redeemed from 
the reproach of being the slowest place in the Far East to 
introduce gas, in which it has long been anticipated by Hong 
Kong and Singapore. 


It will be remembered that in a recent iesue we stated 
that the laying of the Great Northern Telegraph between 
Hong Kong and Shanghai was suspended, after 250 miles of 
cable had been laid, through the strength of the north-east 
monsoon. We are glad to learn that a telegram has been 
received, announcing that the whole line was successfully 
completed on the 29th March, and that the cable is in per- 
fect order. 


In answer to a suggestion made in the House of Commons; 
that a parcel post be established for India and the Colonies, 
the Posrmaster-GengraL stated tbat the present contract 
with the P. and O. Company did not admit of such extension 
without an increase in the subsidy, which he had no inten- 
tion of recommending. 


Monetary and Commercial. 
The traffic receipts on the Falmouth, Gibraltar, and Malta Tele. 
gray . ved Company's line for the month of March amounted 
to £9,276. 
The traffic receipts on the British Indian Submarine Telegraph 
(Limited) Company’s line amounted for the month of January to 
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£5,462 ; for the month of February to £7,419 ; and for the month 
of March to £11,901—together, £24,782. During the month of 
January and the first eleven days in February the Falmouth cable 
was interrupted. 


The traffic receipts on the Marseilles, Algiers, and Malta Tele- 
graph (Limited) Company’s line for the month of January 
amounted to £939, and for the month of February to £1,071. The 
disturbed state of France still continues to affect the company’s 
revenue. : 


The annual meeting of the Great Northern Telegraph Company 
ta a on the 26th of April, at Copenhagen, to declare a 
ividend. 


The export of shirtings to China has been enormous, up to one 
hundred and twenty-two million yards for the quarter, being 
double the quantity at the corresponding period last year. 


The meeting of the Chartered Bank of India will be held on the 
19th, but it is not announced what dividend wiJ] be declared. 
The meeting of the Chartered Mercantile is to be held on the 
18th, when 8 dividend of 2 per cent. will be declared, making 6 
per cent. for the year. The directors’ report says:— 

** Ae announced at the last interim meeting, provision is now made 
for the final extinction of the bad and doubtful debts of previous years, 
to which have been added those appertaining to 1870. The sum of 
£117,411 138. 11d., representing the aggregate amount of those losses, 
has been debited to the reserve fund account, which, after crediting it 
with the above sum of £4,479 148. 3d., will then stand at £37,068 Os. 4d. 
The directors regret on this occasion being obliged to reduce the divi- 
dend. The year,as a whole, has been the most unfavourable for Eastern 
exchange operations within the experience of the bank. On the other 
hand, it is matter of congratulation that in the midst of such trying 
difficulties the losses of the year have been comparatively small. The 
business of the bank at its several branches for the current half-year is 
more satisfactory and encouraging than for some time past, and leads 
the directors to believe in a better result than they have lately been able 
to, show.” 


‘At the meeting of the National Bank of India (Limited), no- 
ticed in another column, the chairman stated that by the trans- 
actions of the late manager at Hong Kong about £60,000 has 
been placed in jeopardy, but it is hoped that by the favourable 
realisation of securities part of that sum may be recovered. 
£22,000 has been transferred from the reserve fund to provide for 
ascertained losses, and to wipe off the balance at debit of profit 
and: loss account. Under these circumstances no dividend was 
declared. 


The P. and 0. Company have decided on despatching the Indus 
and Khedive from Liverpool, through the Suez Canal, to Bombay 
and Hong Kong respectively, with general cargoes. 


The tenders for £400,000 in bills on India were received at the 
Bank of England, when the amounts allotted were—to Calcutta, 
£287,500 ; to Bombay, £100,000; and to Madras £12,600. The 
minimum price was fixed as before at 1s. 104d. on all the Presi- 
dencies, and tenders on Calcutta and Madras, at 1s, 10§d., will 
receive about 25 per cent., on Bombay, at 1s. 103d., about 91 per 
cent., and those above in full. These results show a diminution 
in the demand for means of remittance to the East. 


The meeting of the Singapore Gas Sanipeny is announced for 
the 25th inst., when a dividend will be declared. 


ARTICLES OF IMPORT.

TEA. 

The market has been very quiet during the past fortnight, the 
demand from the trade being very limited, whilst exportera, though 
shipping largely from | sll rurchases, have only bought sparingly. 
Prices for all good Teas have been fairly maintained, but low to 
common grades have sold heavily at a further slight decline, the 
supplies being in excess of present requirements. The deliveries 
from London for the month have been very large, exceeding 15,500,000 
Ibs. Public sales of the 4th instant comprised 8,124 packages, of 
which 5,456 packages were sold without reserve. 


SILK. 

Megsrs. Kilburn, Kershaw, and Co. report as follows :— 

The market has been very quiet during the last fortnight ; this to 
a great extent is owing to the recent insurrection in Paris, arresting 
as it does the confidence of the trade, and absolutely checking for the 
time being operations with Lyons and elsewhere, which would other- 
wise take place; meanwhile, business is doing chiefly in China and 
Canton Silk for home consumption and for certain Continental mar- 
kets, but only to a moderate extent, and where holders desire to make 
sales they have to submit toa reduction of 6d. to 1s. Importers gene- 
rally, however, deeline to make such concession. Japan Silks are 
extremely quiet. From China, the last advices per telegram point to 
an early closing of the season’s export, 800 bales only remaining on 
hand, prices had advanced under the more favourable political news 
from Europe. The deliveries last month were wonderfully good— 
indeed, larger than for many months past—and April has opened with

COFFEE. 
A slight improvement is noticeable in the market for Plantation 
Ceylon, and though prices do not exhibit any actual advance they are 
maintained with more steadiness than has lately been observable.

The tendency to a lower 
scale of prices then noted in Greensand Japans became more marked 
after the departure of the mail, and a decline has since been realised 
of fully 5 cents average on the former, and 2 to 5 cents on the latter. 
Oolongs, while held with more firmness, as a rule, are only fairly 
quoter atl and 2, and offered, the trade at the close showing but little 

isposition to operate, unless at a further concession in prices of 
common to good cargo grades. Sales reported from first hands since 
our last, include 27,500 half-chests Green, 6,000 half-chests Japan, 23, 500 
half-chests Oolong, and 8,400 half-chests Souchong and Congou. We 
revise our quotations to make the figures correspond with prices 
accepted in the more recent sales.
